The public is invited 
to be present, and it is anticipated that the capacious main 
social room will be packed to capacity when the doors are 
thrown open by the Governor. Music for the occasion will be 
supplied by the Schaw-Batcher Ship Works Band, whose 
services have been secured through the courtesy of George E. 
Williams. A special car will be provided to transport the 
musicians from San Francisco. This will be the first public 
concert the recently organized band has given. 

Mrs. A. L. Cappelli has been engaged as soloist for the 
evening. 

A representative reception committee will meet the Gov¬ 
ernor and his party at the Fairmont Hotel in San Francisco 

at 7:30 p. m. and escort him to the club rooms at the corner of Grand and 
Linden avenues. Upon his arrival lie will be handed the key, and the doors 
will then be thrown open to those attending the reception. 

ATTORNEY GENERAL EXPECTED 

Definite news of who will accompany Governor Stephens has not yet 
been ascertained, but it is expected that Attorney General Webb will be in 
tile party, along witli Mrs. Stephens and Martin Madsen, the Governor’s 
secretary. 

Delegations from the Steel Workers’ Club, Chamber of Commerce, Board 
ol Trustees and Manufacturers’ Association will officially serve on the re¬ 
ception committee, of which Ben Killeen, vice-president of the club, is chair¬ 
man.

CLUB ROOMS SUMPTUOUS 

Perfect in their appointments, ■ the new club rooms will be decorated 
simply with flowers for the event. The furnishings are elaborate and every 
provision has been made to make the club quarters in every way attractive 
to its members. A mezzanine floor provides adequate gymnasium apparatus 
and lockers for members. Brown and gold predominate in the decoration 
scheme throughout and blend admirably with the massive leather furniture 
in the main social hall, where there are nine pool and billiard tables. The 
most recent type of inverted lighting has been installed throughout. 

The old Lodge Hall has been redecorated, tastily furnished and converted 
into a writing room and ladies’ reception parlor. This room will be open at 
all times to lady guests of the club.

He has had the advantage of the 
life experience of eastern packers 
and of government commissions, 
whose activities in sanitary and 
wholesome packing house food pro¬ 
duction lias practically perfected this 
most important of industries. 

The Moran Company deals in pork 
products exclusively, high-grade hams 
and bacon being a specialty with 
them. 

The company expects to begin ac¬ 
tive operation in their new plant at 
South San Francisco early in July, 
this year. Their daily output at the 
start will require 1000 hogs per day, 
and the employment will be 500 men.

Are the Packers Profiteers? 

Plain Facts About the Meat Business 


The Federal Trade Commission in its recent report on war 
profits, stated that the five large meat packers have been 
profiteering and that they have a monopoly of the market. 

These conclusions, if fair and just, are matters of serious 
concern not only to those engaged in the meat packing 
business but to every other'citizen of our country. 

The figures given on profits are misleading and the 
statement that the packers have a monopoly is un¬ 
supported by the facts. 

The packers mentioned in the report stand ready to prove 
their profits reasonable and necessary. 

* * * * 

The meat business is one of the largest American industries. 
Any citizen who would familiarize himself with its details 
must be prepared for large totals. 


The report states that the aggregate profits of four large 
packers were $140,000,000 for the three war years. 

This sum is compared with $19,000,000 as the average 
annual profit for the three years before the war, making it 
appear that the war profit was $121,000,000 greater than the 
pre-war profit. 

This compares a three-year profit with a one-year profit—a 
manifestly unfair method of comparison. It is not only 
misleading, but the Federal Trade Commission apparently 
has made a mistake in the figures themselves. 

* * * * 

The aggregate three-year profit of $140,000,000 was 
earned on sales of over four and a half billion dollars. It 
means about three cents on each dollar of sales—or a mere 
fraction of a cent per pound of product. 

Packers’ profits are a negligible factor in prices of live 
stock and meats. No other large business is conducted 
upon such small margins of profit. 

He * * * 

Furthermore—and this is very important—only a small 
portion of this profit has been paid in dividends. The 
balance has been put back into the businesses. It had to 
be, as you realize when you consider the problems the 
packers have had to solve—and solve quickly—during 
these war years. 

To conduct this business in war times, with higher costs and 
the necessity of paying two or three times the former prices 
for live stock, has required the use of two or three timse the 
ordinary amount of working capital. The additional profit 


makes only a fair return on this, and as has been stated, the 
larger portion of the profits earned has been used to finance 
huge stocks of goods and to provide additions and improve¬ 
ments made necessary by the enormous demands of our 
army and navy and the Allies. 

* * * * 

If you are a business man you will appreciate the signifi¬ 
cance of these facts. If you are unacquainted with business, 
talk this matter over with some business acquaintance— 
with your banker, say—and ask him to compare profits of 
the packing industry with those of any other large industry 
at the present time. 

* * * * 

No evidence is offered by the Federal Trade Commission 
in support of the statement that the large packers have a 
monopoly. The Commission’s own report shows the large 
number and importance of other packers. 

The packers mentioned in the statement stand ready to 
prove to any fair minded person that they are in keen 
competition with each other, and that they have no power 
to manipulate prices. 

If this were not true they would not dare to make this 
positive statement. 

Furthermore, government figures show that the five large 
packers mentioned in the report account for only about 
one-third of the meat business of the country. 

They wish it were possible to interest you in the details of 
their business. Of how, for instance, they can sell dressed 
beef for less than the cost of the live' animal, owing to 
utilization of by-products, and of the wonderful story of 
the methods of distribution throughout this broad land, as 
well as in other countries. 

The five packers mentioned feel justified in co-operating 
with each other to the extent of together presenting this 
public statement. 

They have been able to do a big job for your government 
in its time of need; they have met all war time demands 
promptly and completely and they are willing to trust their 
case to the fairmindedness of the American people with 
the facts before them.

The San Mateo Chapter of the 
American Red Cross resumed work in 
all workrooms this week. 

The allotment of work for the San 
Mateo Chapter for the next three 
months has been received. The sur¬ 
gical dressings will be made in Bur¬ 
lingame, as usual, the knitting and 
sewing has been apportioned out 
among the fourteen auxiliaries in the 
county. One thousand socks have 
been asked for and 800 sweaters and 
200 helmets.

300. 

This chapter is instituting a motor 
corps, under national orders, and will 
wear the uniform adopted by the na¬ 
tional motor corps. This branch of 
the service will take care of all work 
of the chapter in the county. It has 
become necessary to establish this 
branch, as the fourteen auxiliaries 
must receive work and material sys¬ 
tematically. The corps will also at¬ 
tend to home service calls, collect 
things for the Red Cross shops, do 
any work called upon in connection 
with the base hospital, also help in 
convalescent work and do some 
charitable work. Applicants for this 
service must own and defray the ex¬ 
penses of their cars and be on call for 
duty during the time of their service.

For those of our fighting men who 
do not escape scatheless, the Govern¬ 
ment under the soldier and sailor in¬ 
surance law gives protection to the 
wounded and their dependents and to 
the families and dependents of those 
who make the supreme sacrifice for 
their country.

! Huerta down from the Ansonia Hotel 
to that conference.

(Continued from last week.) 


Three very prominent German- 
Americans of New York City, one of 
them a leading banker known all over 
the world, w£re so involved by our 
wireless messages that we were en¬ 
abled to go to them and by pointing 
out to them the serious conditions 
which confronted them, secure from 
them the highest letters of recom¬ 
mendation for our meti in these vari¬ 
ous embassies. 

It is only due to these gentlemen 
to say that they loyally kept their 
word with us, and that, as far as I 
know, no harm has as yet come to 
them for what they have done. Our 
man in the German embassy was 
there for fourteen months. We had 
a man in the Austrian embassy fob 
twelve months, and we had eleven 
other men in various consul-generals’ 
offices, both Austrian and German, 
throughout the country. You see, we 
had them coining and going, and we 
at once began, of course, to secure an 
immense mass of most important ma¬ 
terial. 

A little while after we began our 
work, Dr. Heinrich Albert, the fiscal 
agent of the German government, 
arrived in this country. Dr. Albert 
went to the Ritz Hotel in New York. 
When he got there, ascertaining that 
the ambassador, Count von Bernstorff, 
was in the Adirondacks, he wrote a 
letter which reached the embassy 
late .on Saturday night. The letter 
was brought to us in New York by 
our representative in the German em¬ 
bassy on Sunday morning; and, with 
the conventional frock coat and silk 
hat, one of our men in New York 
visited the Ritz with this letter. He 
asked tc see Dr. Albert, stating lie 
was from Washington on most im¬ 
portant business. He saw Dr. Al¬ 
bert, showed him the letter, and said: 
“Do you understand, sir, by seeing 
this letter where I am from? These 
are hazardous times, and I cannot 

take any chances. I do not know but 

• 

you may be one of your secretaries. 
It is necessary, before I can continue 
this conversation, for you to prove to 
me that you are Dr. Albert.” Dr. 
Dr. Albert got two or three of his 
secretaries, brought down a certificate 
of some kind of sc holarship from the 
University of Bonn, and did prove, 
after sweating blood for fifteen 
minutes, that lie was Dr. Albert—and 
in the process entirely forgot any 
suggestion in his own mind that the 
man confronting him might not be 
the man he said lie was—and then 
and there, in his childlike way, lie 
babbled of his mission here, and he 
spoke of four millions of dollars 
which he had brought with him, 
which he deposited the day before in 
the Guaranty Trust Company of 
America and the Chase National 
Bank, and spoke with proper pride of 
thirty-six million dollars more to 
come, for propaganda work of every 
conceivable kind in the United States. 

Our other young men, our repre¬ 
sentative's in the embassy, went back 
to Washington on Sunday night; and 
on Monday morning when the mail 
clerks arrived they opened, or rather 
reopened Dr. Albert’s letter. The 
ambassador returned on Tuesday 
morning from the Adirondacks, and 
he saw the letter, and he at once 
telephoned to Dr. Albert to come to 
Washington; and our man was there 
when the meeting took place. They 
embraced each other, and the first 
thing that Dr. Albert said to the am¬ 
bassador, after these embraces had 
been exhausted, was to congratulate 
him upon the astuteness and shrewd¬ 
ness of the gentleman he had sent to 
see him on Sunday. The ambassador 
declared that he had sent nobody, 
that the letter had not been opened 
until it was shown to him. Dr. Al¬ 
bert said he saw the letter on Sun¬ 
day at the Ritz. The ambassador 
repeated his declaration that it was 
Impossible. And for all I know they 
may still be fighting it out. 

A little later on we discovered that 
the late William Jennings Bryan had 
been indulging in a rather warm
